MORE REMARKABLE RACING DREAMS. 

Thormanby Spins Some More Yarns Over Turf Vis- 
ions in the Old Days. 

The di.spositiou on the part of sporting men 
to aci*ept such omens has lK*fore now been taken 
advantage of b.v imiiostors. and more than once ad- 
vert iseiueuts have appeared in the sporting papers 
announcing that a lady, who bad twice dreamed the 
iinine of the Derby winner, had again been so fa- 
vored, and wa.s prepared to send this tip from Queen 
iMah on the recoipt of thirt.v postage stamps. It 
is said that she reapeil a goodly harvest, though it 
was more than the senders of the half crowns did. 
t)pirUuallst.s have also tried the dodge, and mediums 
have seen horses gallop jiast the winning iK>st that 
nt«\er came within a half mile of it. 

To (xmie again to the experiences of persons still 
living, here is a curious instance of a lucky dream. 
The night before the race foi* the Chester Cup of 
1S.5<!, William Day, the trainer, dreamed that One 
Act won, and that William Coater was second after 
a good nice, and that he told Coater after the 
horses had passed the iM>st that he thought he (Day) 
had won. To this Coater hastily reiilied: “Yon 

know yon have,” and. walking up the course lo- 
gelher. tlie Fiudon trainer said: •*You have done 

me out of the liest stake I ever stood.” 

This dream William Day told to some ten or a 
dozen gentlemen during breakfast at the hotel at 
<'iiester where he was staying. After saddling One 
Act William Day sloo<l close to the winning i>ost to 
see the raiv, and as soon as his mare passed It the 
thin! lime he thought she had won. He said to the 
jiiilge: ••What has won. .Mr. Johnston?” ••White,” 

lie replied; and then. Iwking up. added: “Oh. you. 

.Mr. Dayl” Strange to say, William Coater was 
standing by Day’s side all the time, quite unnoticed 
In- the latter until, tiifuiug round to gti and meet 
One Act, Day found himself face to face with his 
Findon rix'al. As thc.v walked nii to meet their i*e- 
s|H*ctive horses t.'oater said: “1 stood to win more 

money on mine today than 1 ever stood before, ’ 
thus ahsolniely fullilling Mr. Day’s dream to the 
ver.v let ter. 

The famous mare. Caller On, winner of the St. 
Ia*ger of 18151, was the heroine of an equally vivid 
and prophetic dream Caller On had been i>er- 

loriuiug ver.v moderately during the summer of 
her three-year-old carwr and the extreme odds of 
loo to V offered against her seemed to foreshadow 
her absence from the post. A gentleman with whom 
-Mr. r.\iison was slightly acquainted — a keen siiorts- 
man and courser, Mr. I’oar. then a chemist and 
«lruggist at Re<lcar — dreamed that Caller On won the 
St. U*ger. and, like a trite Yorkshireman, backed 
her for that event. On being told b.v bis friends 
that she was not likely to run, he wrote ver.v re- 
siK-ctfully to Mr. rAiison, informing him of bis 
dream and of liis having backed the mare, and 
offered, in case the owner did not think of rnnning 
her. to pa.v the stake and all other exix*nses if he 
would allow her to go to Doncaster and take her 
ehniii*e. .Mr. I’Ansoii, on considering the matter, 
desired his daughter, who was then, as always, 
his trusty coun8eli>r and amanuensis, to re|dy in cour- 
teous terms to Mr. I’cat’s letter, thanking him for 
IRs handsome offer, and informin.g him that Caller 
<),V should run and take her chance in the St. 
I.’eger. hut that he would himself jiay all expenses. 
The result, as is well known, gained Caller On the 
brightest gem in her chaidct of fame, and won .Mr. 
IVat his money. 

Mr. .Mexander Young, tin* brewer of Richmond. 
Yorkshire, aff'ords another instance of sleepers to 
wliom Qu<*cn .Mali reveab-d liers<*lf as a prophetess. 
He dreamed on the eve of the Chester Cup that he 
was standing in the ring at Chester after the race 
:.iul saw No. 21 hoisted as the winning number. 
This dream indiicert him to go to the Chester races, 
and on tlm course he met his friend.* John Jackson, 
the then leviathan of the liettiiig r'ng. who iminired 
XX hat had brought him there. Mr. Young laughingl.v 
re)ilied that he had (vnue <m a fool's errand to baek 
.\«i. 21 on the card, as he had dreamed it had won. 

Tin* race cards xveri* just coming out. and Jacksoii 
said: "We’ll buy one and see xvhat it Is.” To ilu'ir 

snn>rls«* tliey foiiiid that No. 21 xx as .Taekson’s oxx :i 
Itorsx*. Tim Whittier, iind. on being assured by tin- 
owner Unit the Iiorse really liad a great elianee, Mr. 
Young luieked liim to xviii a giMid slake: and always 
4eelared Itiat he sIikkI on the eotirsx* in exactly fne 
•ante place us he did in his dream. .Mr. Young, xxho 



xvas the breeder of Digby Grand, Grand Flaneur and 
at one time owned Controversy, told several peoph* 
at Richmond of his dream before he xx*ent to Cliester. 

I have heard it stated on very good authority tliat 
the Honorable Anitas Charles Orde-Powlett, younger 
tirother of the late Ixtrd Bolton, some time before 
Yoltlgeiir won the Derby, dreainexl that the first 
tlir(*e horses in that race xx'ere; Voltigeur, 1; Plts- 
ford. 2: <’Iincher. ;>. He wrote to his brother, tU** 
Ilonorahle T. Orde-I’owlett. to that effect, and both 
gentlemen backed the lucky dream, the horses, as 
everylKHl.v knoxvs. finishing as aliove written. The 
mother of these two gentlemen xvas also celebrated 
as a luck.v dreamer. Site twice dreamed the xvinner 
of the St. lK*ger, her husband on each occasion 
backing the dream and landing a good stake. 

I-ord Vivian’s famous City and Suburban dream 
is jirobably known to most turfmen. Still, it may 
be nexv to some, and tlierefore I give it in Lord 
Vivian’s oxx’n xvords. 

“I dreamed on the morning of the race for the 
Cit.v and Suhtirban Handicap that I had fallen asl(*ep 
in the xx’eighing-riKiin of the stand at Epsom prior 
to the race, and after it had been run I was 
awakened h.v a gentleman, tlie owner of another 
iiorse in the race, who informed me that The 
Teacher had won. Of this horse, as far as my 
recolleeiion serves. I Iiad never heard before. On 
reaching Victoria Station the first person I .saw xx'as 
the gentleman who had appeared to me in iny dream 
and to xvhoni 1 mentioned it, saying 1 could not 
find any horse so named in the rac<*. To which he 
replied: ’There is u Imrse now called -Aldrich, which 
xxas previously known as The Teacher.’ The dream 
had so vividl.v Imiiressed me that I declared my in- 
tention of hacking .Aldrich for £1>X), and xvas In 
the act of doing so xvlieu I xvas questioned by the 
owner as to xvhy I was backing his horse. I aii- 
sxvcrcd. 'Becan.se I dreamed he had won the race.’ 
To this lie ansxvered, ’.As against your dream I will 
tell yon a fact. I tried the horse last.xveek against 
a hurdle jumper and he xx-as h<*aten at a distance.’ 
I lhaiik<*d ni.v informer, and diseoutimied hacking 
.\ldrich. General Taylor, xvlio hail overheard what 
passed, asked me. if I did not intend haekin.g tin* 
horse again for inys«*lf, to win him $5,tKi0 hy him. 
This I dhl hy taking for him l.tXIO to 30 alioiil 
■Aldrich. It is a matter of history that this gee-gee 
xvas the winner of the City and Suburban of 1874.” 

Sir George Chotwynd. by the way, bad an almost 
equally remarkable dream with respect to Curate In 
the same race (the City and Suburban of 1.S74). He 
dreamed that Curate came in first, but ran up a 
bank just beyond th«* winning post and, disapiiearing. 
never retnrned to xx'eigh in; consequently the race 
xvas awarded to Mr. Lefevre's Minister, which caiii*.* 
in second, ridden by a joeke.v In deep mourning 
crepe on jacket and cap, as well as on boots and 
hrceclies. Now, Curate xx'as a horse that had been 
heavil.v backed for the City and Suburban, but xvas 
scratched just before the race, and Minister did 
come in second. The dream, grotesque ns it was. 
left so vivid an imiiression on Sir Gi*orge’s mind 
that he tiackcd Minister for a place, and had reasoc 
to Ik* xvell satisfied that he had not scorned his queer 
dream tip. 

Colonel Starkey, the owner of Sulphur, was an 
other sportsman who was indebted to a dream for 
enabling him to hedge at the* last moment. \Vli*n 
till* Colonel ran Sulphur for the Lincolnshire Han- 
dica|i. he xvas very sunguiue U)) to a certain time 
that the Iior.se xxoiild win; hut on the Monday prior 
to the race he xvas out xxith the Burton Houirjs 
and riMie nearly all day side hy side xvith Mr. Laxv- 
rciiee Thornton, mine host of the Saracen’s Head 
Hotel. I.incfdn, when, just ns the hounds were run- 
ning into tlieir fox and each man xvas pnttliig on 
his licst “spurt” to he in at the death. Mr. Thornton 
rnslicd his old hiiiitcr past the horse the Colonel 
xvas ridiiig. and. tnniing round, said: 

"All. tliat’s how 1 xvant to sec Sulphur rush 
Iiast ’em in the kandiea|i for .vou.” 

Well, on the* way hack the Colonel seemed gloomy. 
He said: 

“Tliornlon. you beat me toilay, and I shall he 
lK*aten toniorroxv. 1 dreamiKl.” he went on to say, 
•’l-isi night that Sitlplinr's number vx'as put up 
tl ird. and that’s where lie xvill he; so 1 advise you 
only to hack him for a place." 

.Vnd. -lire enough. Sulphur was placed third hy 
the judge. 

I’criiaiis a yet more eurions verification of a dream 
is fnriii.slied liy tlie subjoined story, which I have 
on excellent authority. .An .Ainerlean merchant, who 
wa.s carrying on trade in the city of I-oudon. aud 
wlio, so far from lK*iiig a sporting man, was not 
exeii acquainted xvith tlie names of the liorses in 
till* lietling. dreamed some wii’ks liefore tlie Derliy 
of 1S71) that Sir Bevvs had won. He related the 
dream to .several friends, but tlie name of the horse 
was unfamiliar, and they ridiculed the idea of uuy-
